OlMO. N. T.. March 10. — Fifteen 
qvM were lost and fully twice that 
''fltimber of people were burned or 
bruised by the exiilosion of oil follow- 
ing the wreck of an oil train on the 
||rle railroad north of this city. Ow- 
to the fact that tome of the bodies 
%ere inelnerated in the fierce flames, 
or blown into tlio creek by the fierce 
explosion, the exact number pf dead 
will probably not br ttttaiTfr lar yav- 
•ral days. 

The scenes ftollowtaig the exploelon 
will never bp forgotten by those who 
saw them. An Erie freight train, 
westbound, broke in two on the hill 
two miles north of the city. At liret 
the forward part of the train, released 
d all the weight of the cars behta^t. 
sprang forward with Increased speed. 
Brakes were applied and the front 
portion of the train was brought al- 
most t6 a standstill at the iron bridge 
across Olean creek. The rear cars, 
gathering momentum as they came 
down the hill, crashed into the for- 
,ward part of the train. Most of the 
cars In the train were tank cars filled 
With refined oil or gasoline. The Im- 
pact waa terrifle. One of tha tank 
ears caught flro ponn flftsr the colli- 
sion. In a few minutes another car 
of gasoline caught fire, and burst in 
ftunaa with a terrific report. Portions 
^ the iron domea of the ears were 
burled a distance of se?«N^^^nndred 
feet. The flames shot hfg^' np in the 
air, presentlnfc a brilllanf ppoctacle. 
Jn this early accident, so far as can 
tm leaned, no one waa Injured. A 
lirge crowd quickly gathered. Hun- 
dreda of people from Olean, North 
Olean and the surrounding country 
side gathered to watch the brilliant 
play of flames.

Came less Intense the crowd began to 
edge a little eloper to the wreckage. 
Suddenly there wan a terrific explo- 
sion. Oreat masses of white flames 
shot hundreds of feet into the air and 
literally rolled down the hanked sides 
of the track Into the jnilly where the 
apectators were starullr.if Men and 
boys fell before the wave of white 
lii^tt to rise no more. Huge pieces 
<tf iron were hurled through the air, 
JBOwiag down the human beings by 
the scores Men and hoys with their 
clothing a mass of Hamcs ran shriek- 
ing down the track, some of them fall 
lag to the ground aaoonatelous, while 
Others groralled In the ditch or Jump- 
•i into tha crack In an endeavor to 
put out the fire that was consuming 
them. As soon as the telephone could 
be reached all the doctors In city 
•were summoned and the ambulanoea 
were called out. Express wagons and 
other vehicles were pressed into 
service.

Thara wara ohyaloa} aneounters b» 
fWaen worknTea ge^S to atid eomteg 
from the mills, and employes were 
guarded from their homes to the mills 
by details of Infantry. Deputy sher- 
Mts wara bald up at tha point of guns, 
and two narrow escapes from bullats 
fired at close ranga ware reported, one 
a sentry, the other a deputy sheriff 
from Benton on guard at the Tellaride 
mine From reports made by the sen- 
tries and the flashes from the guns 
the men doing tha ahooting were lo- 
cated on the hills surrounding the 
plants Most of the shooting was 
done at long range. No one was in- 
jured. 

Will Meet Liabilities. 
New York, March 10. — Judge Ad- 
amate llta VoMM States district court 
appointed aa receivers of the firm of 
Drcsaer * Company, who aaaigned 
last Saturday, Rnt)ert C. Morris and 
Charles C Mackenzie, with a bond of 
$100. OOn (a<h. The recilvera were 
appointed on the application of Wil- 
liam M. Dntch, who filed a petition in 
involantary bankruptcy against the 
trill. Mr. Mackenzie said an Inven- 
tory would be made, when the cred- 
itors could decide whether the con- 
eam ahculd be wound up or the busi- 
ness continued. Ha added: "The 
books, I am Informed, show that the 
firm has been making net profits of 
from $60,000 to $80,000 a year, and it 
has large protective profits in orders 
ahead.

The first gift is 
from Mrs. John Markoe of Philadel- 
phia. It consists of 16,000 to found 
a iMMamblp lb mattorjr of her aon, 
lauaa flftrltoe, meaner of the class 
of '89, who lost his life recently try- 
ing to save the lives of others in a 
runaway accident The second gift is 
from Mlaa Agatha Beburs and Miss 
Marianae Schurs of New York city, 
and consists of $3,000 to establish the 
Herbert Schurz memorial fund for the 
care of needy students at tha Stlilmaa 
infirmary. 

Stripped a Monument. 
New York. March 10.— The Brook- 
lyn police ara looking for vandals, 
who Halted the Maryland aUtne in 

Prospect park and stripped it of much 
of its bronze. The monument was 
erected by the Sons of the Revolution 
of Maryland, to the memory of 400 
brava niaa from that state, who, by 
laying down their lives at Battle Pass, 
saved the American army from defeat 
by the Rrltlsh. The lettering was of 
solid bronze, fastened to the granite 
base by iron pegs soldered into the 
stone. Soma panon or paraona pried 
off 80 of the lettera and carried them 
away. 

Pannay Increases Its Capital. 

Philadelphia, Mareh 10. — The stock- 
holders of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
company in annual meeting voted to 
increase the capital stock of the com- 
pany by $;S0«OOQ,0OO. maldng the toul 
anthorlsad eavital 1400,000.000. Of the 
increased cajtftal $100,000,000 will be 
Issued In straight stock, and the di- 
rectors aie given flie option (if issu- 
ing the remaining $60,000,000 in con- 
vertible bonda. The increase will be 
ratified by a stock vote, as required by 
law. Tha stockholders also voted to 
lease for a pt'r'nri of 20 years the New 
York and Pennsylvania railroad. 

Oregon In a Storm. 

San Francisco, March 10 — Sailors 
recently on ibe battleship Oregon who 
have arrived here on the ataaiaar Cop- 
tie npio^s^t .t^ Oragon was in a 
terrifle storm, while en route from Yo 
kohama to Woosung, Tha boats were 
carried away, the large 7-ton steam 
launch was tossed out of Its davits 
and against tha turrets, and other, 
damage done, though the ship haiself 
auatalned very little daaiaga. 

Rebellion la Spreading. 

London, March 10. ~ TIm corre- 
spondent at Shanghai telegraphs that 
the rebellion In the Kwang Si prov- 
ince la apreadlng. Several villages 
have baan aapturad i^id authority of 
tha gOTaraiMnt Iq ttat protinea is 
practically at an apid. The popular 
hatred for the Christians, adds .the 
correspondent, is displayed in Shan 
Tung provlnoa by tha daatructioa of 
tha ehnrohea.

Mampbia, ManA 10.— Tha rttar alt- 

uatlon shows but little change. Refu- 
gees from the lowlands are arriving 
by arary boat. Tha tovaraoMBt^a an- 
gineers here have ofllclally atated that 
the situation is very aariona, and pre- 
dict that within a week the highest 
water ever experienced will be rush- 
ing through the levee channels. Re- 
poMs fadb mum to Miaaisslppl say 
tha lowlands are completely Inundat- 
ed, and in many cases stock is suf- 
fering. 

The condition of the embankment 
so miaa north of Maaiphia, whara the 
water is flooding around the end of 
the levee in the 17-mile gap, where 
embankments have never been built. 
Is serious. It la believed to be one 
of the most daagaroua places along 
the river. It is reported that the water 
Is slowly washing away the levee 
there. The engineers in charge put 
in temporary revetments, but the 
eoontlaa of Lee and Crittenden, In Ar- 
kansas, were already overflowed. The 
White river. In Arkansas, reached the 
danger line and is still rising. Back- 
water from the Mississippi reaches 
as far as Clarendon, Ark., and the 
rains of the last few daya thraatan a 
dlsastrona ovarflo#. 

Situation at New Orleans. 
New Orleans, March 10.— The river 
hare registered 18.S, a rise of only 

two-tenths of a fool In the past 24 
hours. It is still 1.2 feet below the 
record of 1897. Most of the present 
flood is due to the water which has 
poured out of the Red, Arkansas and 
other lower streams, and the engin- 
eers are hopeful that considerable of 
this water will lie carried off before 
the effect of the freshets in the Ohio, 
Tennessee and other upper rivers Is 
felt here. Tha New Orleans levee 
board cottttnnes Its employment of 
men to fill sacks with sand. Dirt Is 
being hauled to the river front and 
weak places made secure. No news 
of additional breaks along tha La 
FOureba have baan reeaivad. 

Beyond Flood's Reach. 
EvanaviUe. Ind., March 10. — The 
stage of water in the Ohio river has 

reached 42.4 and Is still rising. 
Evansville, beyond the reach of the 
flood no matter how high it goes, with 
tha pobalble exception of some of its 
subnrba, has taken every precaution 
to prepare for the highest water ever 
known here. Pigeon creek, which 
flows through the lower part of the 
city, was like a river, and so high 
that some of the mills located on Its 
banks have been closed until the wa- 
ter subsides. Steamboats are now 
dropping their gang planks in Water 
street, something that has not been 
done In many years. The boats are 
still making their regular trips, but 
the runs are unsatisfactory. 

■raaks Feared. 

New Orleans, March 10. — The state 
engineers addressed a communication 
to the Maritime Exchange asking that 
masters of steam vessels be asked to 
run under slow bells. There have 
been threats to shoot Into vessols 
which do not obey this request. Much 
damage Is done levees at the present 
stage of the river by the swell from 
steamera running at high speed. It 
was aDaoaaead that the Naw Orleans 
levaa beard daring tta oaattaaaaca of 
high water would keep Its offices open 
all night, and that forces of men 
would be maintained to meet emer- 
gencies. There is considerable appre- 
hension that aomethlng will give way 
up tha riTar If the predlctiona of (ha 
weather bureau are realized. 

Train Sarviaa Parglyaad. 

Lincoln, .March 10.— Train sarvlea 
in Nebraska is paralyzed on account 
of floods. Bridges on all the main 
lines of the Burlington and Union Pa- 
cific haTa baan waahad out- The 
Rock Island bridge at South Band was 
torn away and bore down upon the 
bridges at Ixjulsvllle. destroying ...e 
middle spans, and the waters washed 
out the remainder. Tha lowlands on 
the Platte for miles from Schuyler to 
the mouth at Plattamouth are under 
water. At various places the Union 
Pacific tracks are under water for a 
mile or two at a stretc h. 

Fatally BuVned. 

Webster City, la.. March 10. — E. 

Murphy, an employe at Mercy hos- 
pital, crawled Into the hospital fur- 
nace while Intoxicated, and when 
dragged forth five minutes later was 
found to ba fatally burned. 



FAR REACHING 



Is Jadgn Caehraa'R Decisioa Readeiadl 
d^ Oi the Validity of Laid 
Pateats. 



Fbankfort, Kv , March 0th.— Jad^e 
Oochran, in the United States Court, de- 
livered an exhanstive opinion upon a 
question of enormous importance to the 
landowers of Eastern Kentucky. In the 
case of Lockard against the Asher Lum- 
ber Company ha bolda (hat all pataots 
issued after 188S for mora than 200 aeres 
are void, except when issued in a few 
counties where such patents were author- 
ized by apaeial aeta of tba LagialataM. 

These are commonly known as "blanket 
patents," covering very large areas, the 
one in question being for 40,400 aeres. 
As they have heretofore been held valid 
by the Court ol Appeals of Kentucky, 
the importance and far-raachlng ellbst of 
Jndga Cochran's opinion are aasily aaan. 
If sastained by the higher Federal Coarta, 
to which the case will probably be taken, 
it will ramoTO ona ol (he graatast bin- 
draneaa to tha davatopmant of Baatarn 
Kentucky, where euch patents have so 
materially affected the validity of nearly 
all land tltlaa. 

Judge Cochran's opinion is a complete 
and loaical discussion of the Kentucky 
land statute of 1852, and is said by law* 
yera to evince rare ability and research. 
He holds that the question bas not been 
heretofore so equarely decided by the 
Kentucky Court of Appeals as to con* 
stitute that dadaion the "settled law" of 
the State, and that being mere "dicta" 
he ia not boond to follow it. Ha admits 
that (ha Kantoeky eaarta have held (bat 
one man could obtain more than one 
pa(an( for 200 aciaa each, but holds that 
mora tium SOO aaiaa ooidd aot ba am* 
braced in a single patent.

Inoianapolib, Ind., Msrch 9.— R. N. 
Miller, defendant in a suit for dissolution 
of partnership by W. 8. Taylor, a refugee 
from Kentucky, filed a crosa-oomplaint 
tOHlay in which he alleges that the law 
firm was Miller, Moores & Taylor, the 
ex*Depnty Attomey-Ganaral (Mooras) 
permKtiag tba uaa of hia nama, but not 
sharing in the profits. The firm was 
legal adviser for the 0. B. Wilson Menu- 
faoturiafc CoBpaoy, laaalTlat 16,000 In 
stock, which Taylor had assigned to him- 
self. It was worth $2,000. He now owns 
a controlling interest in the company. 
Miller also alleges that Taylor collected 
$1,000 for which, with the stock, be failed 
to account. Miller says of Taylor. 

"I thought he was all right when I en- 
tered into partnership with him, but 
when he bad trouble with the street car 
conductor over a foor*cent fare and waa 
going to shoot, it settled him with me. I 
have learned to know him better since. 
Since he filed suit against me there have 
been tbraa man in my offioa to gat ma to 
sue him for money." 

Mr. Miller was asked if be now thought 
Taylor was connected with tha aaaaaaiaa- 
tion of Governor Goebel. 

"I have nothing to aay as to thai. 
However, if it was a matter of money 
consideration I would anhesitatingly pro- 
nonnoa him guilty," said Mr. Millar.

St. Louis. March 10.— Judge Blmer 
B. Adams, in the United States dis- 
trict court, announced that ha will on 
Tuesday, Mareh 17, hear argnmanta 

on the motion to dissolve the tempor- 
ary Injunction granted ona week ago, 
restraining ofllclals of tha Brotba^ 
hoods of Locomotive Firemen and 
RaUroad Trainmen and members of 
tba griavaaea oommltteaa from ordar* 
Ing a strike on the Wabash railroad. 

Colonel Uiodgett, on behalf of the 
Wabash, asked that the court set 
Tuesday. March 17. as tha date on 
which to hear argumenta on tha mo- 
tion for the dissolution of the injunc- 
tion. This date having been agreed 
to by counsel for l)otli aides in the 
controversy Judge Adams announced 
his acquiescence. 

Judge Adams stated he wished to 
give each side all the time neceesary 
to thoroughly prepare for the hear- 
ing and asked to have any except ions 
or affldavite filed as early as possible 
before that date. Colonel Blodgett 
stated tliat counter aflldavlts and ex- 
ceptions to the deft'ndanfs answer 
could be prepared by Saturday, but 
Attorney F. N. Jurtson, for the broth- 
erhoods, asked that they be filed ear- 
liar In order to give the defense more 
time to consider and answer them. 
Jud^e Adams set 10 a. m.. Saturday 
next, as the time before which these 
alildavita might be filed. This, he 
aald, would giva the dafanaa ample 
time for their consideration. 

In order to hasten the proceedings 
Judge Adams annoiincod that he 
would, in the meantime, carefully 
peruse the answer filed Monday by 
the defense, so that no time would ba 
taken up In court next Tuesday by fta 
reading This document contains 
nearly 20.000 words, and would con- 
sume almoat tbm mttm •aoml day It 
read. 

Streetcars, Pedestrians and Vehicles. 

St. Louis. March 10.— In the United 
States eourt of appeals an opinion 
handed down by Judge Thayer con- 
curred In by Judge Caldwell defines 
the rights and privileges of pedes- 
trians and vehicles upon street rail- 
way tracks and the duties of motor- 
men in running their cars Judge 
Thayer held that a motorman Is un- 
der the same ol»lip;ati')ns to exercise 
ordinary care and prudence so as to 
avoid collisions and Injuring persons, 
and these i>ersona ara to axarolsa eara 
not to get In the way of streetcars, so 
as to be run over or injured. He says 
pedestrians and vehicles have a rlRlit 
to cross the tracks of street railways 
at any point besides the regular cross- 
ings and to use the tracks for any dis- 
tance for a matter of safety or con- 
vpuienre. whore they do not iinnerivs- 
sarily interfere with or obstruct the 
paasaga of the cars. 

Welcomed Archbishop Quigley. 
Chlca.iio. .March 10. — Five hundred 
Catholic laymen left Chicago by spe- 
cial train for Laporte. where they met 
Archbishop QuIgley and party. At En- 
glewood and South Chlcapo a number 
of priests joined the party Tho 
train consisted of e!a;ht coaches and 
upon Its arrival Harry J Powers, 
chairman of tha reception committee, 
entered the archbishop's car and read 
blm an address of welcome The en- 
tire party took part In the exercises 
at Laporte. after which the start for 
Chicago was made. 

Rockefeller's Offer. 
New York. March 10.— An offer of 
$500,000 has been made by John D. 
Rockeftllnr In bohalf of the Fifth 
Avcnuf IlMiitist cliuroh for the prop- 
erty of I ' ! Dtiis club on Fifth av- 
enue The l.iitos club has rejected the 
proposition, declaring that the prop- 
erty is worth 1660.000, but since Mr. 
Rockefeller Is known to be very de- 
sirous of securing the property, ami 
will even pay more than his original 
offer, it la MkifU a Oaal «U1 ba ar> 
ranged.

Shawneetown, Ills., March 10.— Peo- 
ple here are debating the feasibility 
of retiring from the city with their 
persopal property and then opening 
the levee and allowing the river to 
flood the town, thus doing away witn 
the great danger of disaafcr that now 
threatens the iiluce, which Is situated 
on low ground and protected by a 
large levee, which the people fear 
may break abould tha river riaa anch 
mora. ▲ few years ago tha levee broke 
at Shawneetown and tha place waa In- 
oadatad and sooraa otj^plt.drowaad.
